Olberman spends five months each 
year at Alpine Lodge, a picturesque 
stone cabin located on the slope of 
Mount Shasta, an elevation of 8,000 
feet. 
He makes an average of three

mountain-climbing 
parties, in addition to numerous trips 
to other points of interest around the 
mountain. 
The trip to the summit 
takes two days and sometimes longer. 
Whfn Joe isn’t climbing Mount 
Shasta, he does a bit of translating, 
two of his versions being Isben’s “Em­ 
peror and Christ” and “Brand".

Farms Make Gains 
In Electrification 


In Three Years Number Using 
Current Advanced 86 P. C.; 
Better Appliances Used 


A recent 
survey 
by the National 
Electric Light Association showed that 
at the end of 1923 there were 15.000 
farms obtaining service from the elec­ 
tric light and power companies in the 
United States. In 1926 a similar sur­ 
vey determined 
that 
approximately 
227.500 farms in 27 states w’ere sup­ 
plied with this service. In 1923 these 
27 states 
had 
only 122.000 electric 
farms, so that 105.000 farms were add­ 
ed in the three-year period ended 
December 31. 1926. This is an increase 
of 86 per cent in the 27 states re­ 
porting. 
“One of the most gratifying fea­ 
tures in the development of farm elec­ 
trification.” 
the report states, “is 
found in the fact that the farms con­ 
nected during the last three years are 
much 
more 
completely 
electrified 
than were the farms of customers I 
receiving service prior to 1923. 
“The experimental lines have d e -! 
veloped 
over 
a 
hundred different 
practical applications of electricity to 
agriculture and the rural service men 
before connecting up prospective farm 
customers, have done a thorough job 
of acquainting the farmer with the 
multicpicity of ways in which he can 
use electric power and light to his ad­ 
vantage.” 
At the beginning of the present 
year there 
were approximately 2,- 
800,000 telephones on farms in the 
United 
States, 
which 
means 
that 
about 44 farms out of every 100 are 
equipped with telephone service.

New' Castle and Lawrence county

teeth and are placing their community 
on the great flying chart of the world 
’ and adding another link in the rapid­ 
ly developing chain of airports with 
which the United States will set an 
example in

supporting 
air 
service. 
President Coolidge has placed his 
stamp of approval on the develop­ 
ment of privately controlled airports 
and aviation concerns, requesting the 
Bureau of Aeronautics to lend every 
possible assistance in the 
inagura- 
tion and operation of such endeavors. 
The United States Weather Bureau 
will be prepared to furnish up-to-the 
minute flying data for every section 
of the country just as they have for 
years supplied similar 
service 
to 
shipping concerns at sea 
Air lanes will be marked by bea- 
I cons installed and operated by the 
government, pilots 
licensed 
upon 
qualification before 
federal 
boards 
and co-operate 
in 
extending 
our 
present air mail supremacy to all 
ci her branches of aerial possibilities. 
It is very likely that the next de­ 
cade will see a new executive de- 
| partment added to the government, in 
fact a bill authorizing the Depart - 
| ment of Air for a cabinet officer, 
j secretary of air will oe presented at 
the next session of congress. 
The bill will provide for the new 
department taking over all the du­ 
ties now assigned to the Departments 
ot War, Navy, Postoffice. Commerce 
and other federal agencies and super­ 
cede the National Advisory committee 
for Aeronautics. 
Establishment of regulation flying 
fields is the mast important and ne- j 
cessary phase of commercial aviation

Whether such a bill is passed or 
not one thing is certain, legislation 
widening the scope of 
government 
control and activities in aviation is 
certain to be enacted. 
The sudden impetus given com­ 
mercial aviation in 
the past 
few 
months makes it imperative that the 
government take necessary steps to 
safeguard the public, by 
enforcing 
certain regulations of safety, both 
with regard to the pilots’ qualification 
and the equipment, 
just 
as is now 
already in force on railroads and 
steamships.

N. Hanlon is m anager. has Just 
received a copy of D ep ity A ttorney 
Of-neral, W illiam A. Schnader s opin­ 
ion concerning the legality of punch­ 
ing drivers’ licenses of violators who 
are arrested for a driving violation. 
Mrs Schnader w to is a Special D ep­ 
u ty A ttorney G e n e a l was asked to 
render his opinion on this m atter 
Kis decision w hirn he sent to the 
R egistrar of M otoi| Vehicles, in part 
follows 
I 
W e have your *"equest to be ad- 
w e d w hether m em bers oi th e state 
highw ay patrol m ey lawfully punch 
the license cards of persons licensed 
to operate autom ob les whenever they 
apprehend, such pe sons in violations 
Yf the laws governing the operation 
Dl m otor vehicles on the highways of 
this com m onwealth 
This question involves an inquiry 
into the powers of the m em bers of 
:he state highw ay partol as well as 
nto the nature of an operator s 11- 
r use card and the property which 
he holder thereof enjoys therein. 
As evidence of the registration of 


a motor vehicle with the departm ent 
of highways th a t departm ent is re- i 
quired by the act m entioned and its 
am endm ents to issue an ow ner’s reg- 
i^ratso n certificate; and as evidence 
of *he fact th at an operator has been 
licensed to operate a m otor vehicle; 
w ithin this com m onw ealth, th e de- i 
partm ent of highways is required t o ! 
issue to him or her an an n u al opera- j 
to r’s license card. 
We are of the opinion th a t in re-1 
quiring m otorists to “exhibit" regis- ; 
tratio n certificates and operators’ li­ 
cense cards to officers who are in u n ­ 
iform and display th eir badges or o th ­ 
er signs of au th o rity , the legislature 
m tended th at such officers 
should 
have the privilege of exam ining m an - j 
ually the certificates or cards held 
by operators to the ex ten t to which 
such exam ination is necessary to e n ­ 
able officers to read the certificates 
or cards and ascertain w hether they 
appear to be genuine certificate 
or 
cards, issued by th e dep artm en t 
of 
highways. 
On th e back of the operators’ li- j 
cense cards issued for 1927, the de­ 
partm en t of highways caused to be 
printed the following: 
’ A good operator keeps his card 
free from punches." 
Highway partolm en 
will 
punch 
your card for law violations.” 
A ppropriate m arks are th en provid- ! 
ed to guide the highw ay patrolm en | 
in punching cards for various of- | 
fenses. 
A punch over the letter “W" i 
indicates th a t the holder of the li­ 
cense card has been w arned against j 
a p articular offense. 
A punch over 
the letter "A” indicates th a t the hold­ 
er of th e card has been arrested. O n j 
the m argin of the card is a w arning j 
th a t every violation is kept on file 
in the bureau of m otor vehicles and 
th a t the license of habitual violators 
will be suspended or revoked. 
Obviously the d epartm ent of h ig h ­ 


ways prepared the 1927 operators’ li­ 
cense cards intending to tre a t as evi­ 
dence of violations of the m otor laws, 
punches m ade by highway patrolm en 
in the operators’ license cards. 
T he objection to this course is ap ­ 
parent. 
The Act of 1919 as am ended 
provides specifically how persons vio­ 
lating the m otor law’s shall be prose­ 
cuted for offenses, w hat th eir rights 
shall be w hen charged w ith violations, 
and under w hat circum stances li­ 
censes m ay be suspended and revok­ 
ed. 
Nowhere in the Act has the leg­ 
islature disclosed any intention 
of 
perm itting the peace officers’s dic­ 
tum th a t a m otorist has violated the 
law’ to be regarded as conclusive and 
as a substitute for the trial of the 
person charged w ith an offense. 
I n ­ 
deed the legislature could not under 
the constitutional safeguards which 
surround the liberty of a citizen of 
this commonw’ealth, effectually re­ 
pose in peace officers such au th o r­ 
ity. 
We understood th a t the punch sys­ 
tem w'as inaugurated by the d ep art­ 
m ent of highways not for the purpose 
of oppressing m otorists, but for the 
purpose of rendering it unnecessary 
to cause arrests to be m ade for first 
offenses. 
It w'as adopted to lessen 
rath er th a n to increase the severity 
w ith which highw ay patrolm en deal 
w ith persons operating m otor vehicles 
on th e highways. 
For this purpose 
the dep artm en t of highways is to be 
com m ended, but w hatever the p u r­ 
pose. the punch system cannot law ­ 
fully be continued. 
Accordingly the 
abandonm ent 
of 
the punch system does not m ean th a t 
your d epartm ent will have any less 
ability to enforce the m otor laws th an 
it now has.”

Delaware Potato Harvest Is Now 
In Full Swing; Ship By 
Trainload 


GEORGETOW N. Del., July 29 — 
The Delmarvia Peninsula, the slogan 
for which is “The Land of Plenty,” 
is now in the midst of the potato 
harvest. Within the past few days 
more than forty thousand barrels 
have been shipped daily on the lines 
running 
from 
Cape 
Charles 
and 
Franklin City. Va. Northampton and 
Accomac counties, 
in 
Virginia, are 
recognized as the largest potato pro­ 
ducing districts in the United States, 
and the crop each year means hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars to the 
growers. 
A train carrying 40,000 barrels of 
white potatoes means between sixty 
and seventy cars. 
Usually two hun­ 
dred barrels, 
each 
containing three 
bushels, are placed in a car. 
There 
will be train loads for many days 
passing over these lines, and only 
enough for home use will be kept in 
reserve by the growers.

LONDON. July 29.—’The Harmony 
the most famous sailing mission ship 
in the world know-n to generations of 
sailors as “Gin and Bitters’’ is in the 
ship-breaking yard and will shortly be 


no more. 
No vessel in the Arctic seas was 
more widely known among sailors and 
landlubbers than the Harmony. After 
a century in the service of the M ora­ 
vian M issionary society she was sold 
to the Hudson Bay company a few 
months ago having becofne too old for 
the strenuous work of getting supplies 
to the natives of the Arctic in all 
winds and weathers. 
“ We sold her" said the secretary 
of the mission, “ after she had been 
working in the Arctic for over half 
a century. She w*as the last of the 
succession of Harmony ships that 
have sailed along this coast with sup­ 
plies for the natives since 1771. The 
Harmony left England on her last 
voyage a year ago. 
“ Previously she was a whaler of 200 
tons and her arrival at the remote 
ports of call in the frozen wastes 
was so great an event that the Eski­ 
mos used to fire guns into the air 
to notify the surrounding population 
of her presence. Captain Jackson who 
navigated her for so long had some 
perilous experiences during his office. 
There is not much value in the ordin­ 
ary charts in those regions and he was 
up against ice and fog most of the 
time. 
“Originally the Harmony was call­ 
ed the Lorna Doone and sailed in the 
Eastern seas trading in tea. She has 
had some queer cargoes. It was said 
she took out everything for the n a­ 
tives from flour to tombstones and 
her passengers were equally interest­ 
ing. On her last voyage for instance 
she took • out a scientist and anthro- 
poligist as well as a well known Lon­ 
don artist.”

Plank t)ver Irrigation Ditch Is 
Cause Of International Dispute

EL PASO. Texas. July 29 — A mod­ 
est little plank across an irriga’ion 
ditch near Fabens, 20 miles down the 
valley from here, is indirectly the 
subject of a battle that involves In ­ 
ternational Law. and may lead to 
liplomatic 
exchanges 
between 
the 
United States and Mexico. 
The plank in itself is not really the 
cause of the rumpus, but just a few 
steps beyond it, in Old Mexico, is a 
saloon known as “The Hole in the 
Wall” an oasis of Joy unconfined to 
the thirsty one of El Paso, and the 
United States it large, who have to 
leave th* Ju ar z gin shops when the 
International bridge there closes 
These thirst / one motor down the 
valley to Fabens, cross the little plank 
and continue trie festivities begun in 
Calle Diablo aatd other lurid reports 
in Juarez to til» great scandalization 
of the good plople of Fabens. 
For 
the plank is not a “port of entry" and 
consequently has no opening 
and 
closing regulations. 
Once upon a time there was a good 
bridge across the reclamation ditch, 
placed there by the United States 
Reclamation Service. 
It was a good 
bridge, conforming with the govern­ 
ment regulations for bridges of its 
type 
But the residents of Fabens 
did not like that bridge. Some of its 
unregenerated 
citizens 
used 
the 
bridge as a “via diabo, ’ or “road to 
devil." as the more pious ones declar­ 
ed. 
They crossed and re-crossed it 
many times to slake their thirst in 
the 
foaming liquid 
dispensed 
by 


Frank Alderete in his “Hole in the 
Wall." 
The upright citizens of Fabens ap­ 
pealed to the U. S. Reclamation Ser­ 
vice for the removal of the bridge. 
A few teams of horses were secured 
and the “via diablo" 
was 
uncere­ 
moniously yanked from its founda­ 
tions. 
TTie little plank was substi­ 
tuted. 
Alderete who has a way of his own 
for geting what he wants, appealed 
to Washington. He declared that the 
plank “now serving as a bridge is not 
adequate for me to cross and re-cross 
irrigation canal into Mexico and farm 
my lands" 
Alderete neglected to 
mention the bar-room. 
Washington had the bridge put 
back while the U. S. Customs men 
and the good citizenry of 
Fabens 
stood 
by 
chagrined. 
The govern­ 
ment officers did their bit by issuiner 
a warning that anybody who drove 
his car across the reinstated bridge 
would be fined $100. 
The fight has again 
been transfer­ 
red to Washington for the people of 
Fabens 
have 
asked 
Congressman 
Claude Hudspeth to have the bridge 
removed. 
They supported their re­ 
quest by charging that the “Hole in 
the Wall" is just “a den of iniquity."

Over at Durham, the home of this 
southern seat of learning, the foun­ 
dation is being laid for the starting 
of construction in September of the 
University's new buildings, represent­ 
ing an expenditure of $20,000,000. 
This, in itself, it was estimated, will 
be one of the biggest construction pro­ 
grams ever undertaken in the South. 
The mammoth project will require 
several years for completion, and no 
part of the new plant is expected to 
be in operation before the fall of 
1929. 
It will require five years to 
complete all of the plant, it was fig­ 
ured. 
100 Acres of Building 
The new buildings will cover more 
than 100 acres in the midst of Duke's 
new 5,000 acre 
woodland 
campus. 
There will be two score new build­ 
ings, all told. 
The site of the new campus has 
been the scene of a beehive of ac­ 
tivity for the past few weeks, where 
the entire surface of a mile-long pla- 
' teau is being leveled for the construc­ 
tion of the plant. 
The elongated group of 40 build­ 
ings, will run North and South, ex­ 
tending over the top of the mile-long 
plateau from tip to tip. 
On 
the 
Northernmost 
tip, 
nestled 
among 
pines and somewhat separated from 
the main group, will be the new Duke 
Medical School, which is estimated to 
cost $4,000,000 alone, and which will 
be operated under a separate en­ 
dowment of $10,000.000. 
The medical school, it was said, 
will be among the first to be com­ 
pleted. and is expected to begin func­ 
tioning under the direction of Dean 
Wilbur Cornel Davidson, M. D., now 
of Johns Hopkins, by September, 1929, 
according to present plans. 
Looking a little to the South from 
the towering chapel spire, visible for 
20 miles around, one will see the 
schools of engineering, chemistry, re­ 
ligion, forestry, class room buildings, 
laboratories, the library and the ad- 
given mine to her cook.—-From the ministration buildings.

(International News Service) 
W A SH IN G TO N Ju ly 29—Automo­ 
tive exports to Germ any have nearly 
doubled in the last three years ac­ 
cording to Dr. Julius Klein, director 
of the government’s commercial ser­ 
vice who pointed to that country as 
destined to become one of the most 
important markets 
for motor 
ve­ 
hicles. 
During the economic crisis after 
the war American automotive exports 
to Germ any were negligible amount­ 
ing to but $120,476 in 1920. 
W ith subsequent steps towards in­ 
dustrial and financial rehabilitation 
the market for the American pro­ 
duct increased in 1924 representing a 
trade of $3.098,000 and in 1926, $5,- 
801,000. Commerce department reports 
for early 1927 indicate a still greater 
increase in Germ an shipments of au­ 
tomotive products. 
Problems Studied. 
"Although American motor vehicles 
?re gaining increasing favor in the 
Germ an market manufacturers and 
tx porters 
should not overlook the 
fact that this area presents a number 
cf problems which merit most careful 
consideration,” Klein said.

to participate in stabilization loans to

ets, the unexpected ability of the 
German market to absorb domestic 
long-term flotations and the strong 
position of the country’s financial in ­ 
stitutions. 
“ Unemployment has been one of 
the disturbing factors in Germany's 
economic position but it became less 
acute during the past year.” 
Reverting to the motor situation 
the report shows that Ju ly 1 1926 there ♦ 
were 532,862 registered motor vehicles 
in Germany. Of this total 236,387 were 
motorcycles, Germ any being exceed- ! 
ed only by Great Bratain in the use 
of this type of motor vehicle. G er­ 
many holds sixth place in the num­ 
ber of passenger cars and trucks op­ 
erated, surpassed to United States, 
Great Britain. France, Canada and 
Australia 
Germany has
